Claim Listing: 

1 . (Currently amended) A method for processing a payment to a financial 
transaction beneficiary located in a foreign country, the method comprising: 

receiving financial transaction payment instructions from a Client Bank in a format 
associated with a mechanism settlement, funds transfer system that provides guaranteed funding 
of the transaction to a Receiver Financial Institution; 

analyzing the received financial transaction payment instructions; and 

generating foreign financial transaction payment instructions for at least one financial 
institutio n located in a foreign country, the foreign financial transaction payment instructions 
including data in a funds transfer messaging service format that is compatible with both the 
Receiver Financial Institution and the at least one financial institution in a foreign country. 




2. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the mechanism that 
provides guaranteed funding of the transaction to a Receiver Financial Institution is the 
Fedwire settlement funds transfer system is the FED WIRE* system^ 

wherein the financial transaction payment instructions cause both an automatic credit and 
inautoini c debjj [;i ^ocuiicd a oui t- to be made upon t cceipt. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 2, wherein the funds transfer messaging service 
format that is compatible with both the Receiver Financial Institution and the at least one 
financial institution is SWIFT message compatible. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 2, wherein the foreign financial transaction 
payment instructions comply with specifications of SWIFT MT 103. 
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5. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the Client Bank is a domestic bank. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the financial transaction is self- 
funding. 

7. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the financial transaction 
payment instructions are received via an interface from the Fed wire system with the settlement 
funds transfer system, said interface being configured to provide access to the FED WIRE® 
system . 

8. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 , further comprising transmitting the 
foreign financial transaction payment instructions to the at least one financial institution-in-the 
f o reign country . 

9. (Currently amended) The method of claim 8, wherein the at least one financial 
institution in the foreign country includes a branch of the Receiver Financial Institution that 
generated and transmitted the foreign financial transaction payment instructions. 

10. (Currently amended) The method of claim 8, wherein the at least one financial 
institution in the foreign country includes a member of the ClearingHouse Interbank Payment 
System CLEARING HOUSE INTERBANK PAYMENT SYSTEM® (CHIPS) . 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The method of claim 8, wherein the at least one financial 
institution in the foreign country includes a member of the Fedw r ire FED WIRE® funds transfer 
system,

12. (Currently amended) The method of claim 8, wherein the at least one financial 
institution in the foreign country includes a SWIFT-conncctcd correspondent bank that is 

S WI FT-connected to the Receiver Financial Institution that generated and transmitted the foreign 
financial transaction payment instructions, the correspondent bank handling business in a 
particular geographic area. 
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13. (Currently amended) A mechanism for processing a payment to a financial 
transaction beneficiary located in a foreign country, the mechanism comprising: 

an interface for receiving payment instructions from a Client Bank in a format associated 
with a mechanism set t lc m c n t funds transfer system that provides guaranteed funding of the a 
transaction to a Receiver Financial Institution; and 

at least one processor including software for analyzing the received financial transaction 
payment instructions and generating foreign financial transaction payment instructions for at 
least one financial institution located in a foreign country, the foreign financial transaction 
payment instructions including data in a funds fei mess igingj rvice format that is 
compatible with both the Receiver Financial Institution and the at least one financial institution 
in a f o reign country . 

14. (Currently amended) The mechanism of claim 13, wherein the mechanism that 
provides guaranteed funding of the transaction to a Receiver F i nancial Institution is the Fedwire 
system set tle ment funds urn si cm is rl ; ! >\\ 1R.I vision 

wherein the payment instructions received from the client bank cause both an automat ic 
credit and an automatic debit of associated accounts to be made upon receipt thereof . 

15. (Currently amended) The mechanism of claim 14, wherein the funds transfer 
messaging service format that is compatible with both the Receiver Financial Institution and the 
at least one financial institution is SWIFT me ssage compatible. 

16. (Original) The mechanism of claim 14, wherein the foreign financial transaction 
payment instructions comply with specifications of SWIFT MT 103. 

17. (Original) The mechanism of claim 13, wherein the Client Bank is a domestic 

bank. 

18. (Original) The mechanism of claim 13, wherein the financial transaction is self- 
funding i 
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wherein the payment instructions received from the client bank cause both an automatic 
credit and an automatic debit of associated account s to be made upon receipt thereof . 

19. (Currently amended) The mechanism of claim 13, wherein the interface is an 
interface with the Fedwire-syste m compliant with requirements of the FED WIRE® system . 

20. (Currently amended) The mechanism of claim 13, wherein the at least one 
processor initiates transmission of the foreign financial transaction payment instructions to the at 
least one financial institution--ffl--t-he---fer-e-ign--e<>untFy. 

21 . (Currently amended) The mechanism of claim 20, wherein the at least one 
financial institution «j-the-fefeigfl-eettnt-iy- includes a branch of the Receiver Financial Institution 
that generated and transmitted the foreign financial transaction payment instructions. 

22. (Currently amended) The mechanism of claim 20, wherein the at least one 
financial institution in the foreign country includes a member of the Cl caringHousc Interbank 
Payment SystomCLEARING HOUSE INTERBANK PAYMENT SYSTEM ® (CHIPS). 

23. (Currently amended) The mechanism of claim 20, wherein the at least one 
financial institution in the foreign country includes a member of the Fedwire FEDWIR E 5 funds 
transfer system. 

24. (Currently amended) The mechanism of claim 20, wherein the at least one 
financial institution in the foreign country includes a SWIFT-conncetcd correspondent bank that 
is SWIF T -i >nnec ted to the Receiver Financial Institution that generated and transmitted the 
foreign financial transaction payment instructions, the correspondent bank handling business in a 
particular geographic area. 
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
